We respectfully call the attention of 
Mr. Bryan, both as a statesman and as 
a lawyer, to a remarkable classification 
contained in a statute of the United 
States passed by the Klghth Congress 
and approved on March 7th, 1H04.

UPON IT THAT NO POWER IN THIS COUNTRY OR ANY' OTHER NA- 
TION will proven! the opening of our mints to the free coinage of silver on 
equal terms with gold and at the present ratio." 

Talien by itself, this might have been thought a slip of the tongue, but 
not to when viewed In connection with the speeches at Chicago and Phila- 
delphia, together with the still more formal one at Madison Square. Few 
men in America Ikinc ever spoken of taking any official action or Invoking 
any power over and above that authorized by the votes of the people. The 
legal ballot la the measure of legal money. But Mr. Bryan told his listen- 
er at Ottumwa that if he was to have not only the votes of the ptople.but 
their hearts. th»n no powef could withstand h!n,. 

A moment later in that same speech, he spoke of the people waiting 
until patience was exhausted, then arousing themselves and taking the 
reins of government into their own hands— a course transcending the law 
and appealing to the forces of revolution.

The h are revolutionary doctrines, one and all. There is no lawful or 
constitutional power in this country coming from "the hearts of the people" 
as distinguished from their ballots. It takes a three-fourths vote to amend 
the constitution and a mere majority of the people cannot take tho reins Into 
their own hands. Equally certain is it that foreign holders of our bonds 
cannot be discriminated against ai 
home. The Supreme Court won 
Bryan, of course, knew that and 1 
warning to that tribunal. 

Mr. Bryan knew as well in 1896 aa he does now that some able lawyers 
have persistently claimed that, as a matter of mere legal duty, the Supreme 
Court would be compelled to declare against a change In the obllgatlona 
of contracts from a gold standard to a silver basis. Bryan, of course, denies 
that, but Is not content to stop there. He plainly means to "dissent from the 
decisions of the .Supreme Court." not only in thut instance but In inmy 
others where that tribunal might foci bound to uphold tho gold standard 
and the obligations of the law, as against the invocation of irregular and un- 
authorized powers derived from "the hearts of the people" and not from 
ballots cast in accordance with the constitution and the laws. 

It would no doubt be dangerous for Bryan to nullify the gold stapd 
ard law by paying the Interest on bonds in silver, but he would have to be- 
lle his own utterances if he stopped there. The revolutionary program 
which he proposes goes much farther than that What is to be the re- 
sponse of law-abiding and law-respcctlng voters?
